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The present Information Disclosure Statement is being filed to make of record various 
references including a recent action received in a corresponding EP patent application 
(Summons To Attend Oral Proceeding received from Foreign Associate July 5, 2005) and is 
further being filed to make of record claims recently entered in the following commonly 
assigned apphcations: (1) Application No. 11/238,176, Bar Code Reading Device Having 
Partial Frame Image Capture Operating Mode, Attorney Docket No. 283-280 Con, Filed 
September 28, 2005; and (2) Application No. 10/801,937 (2004/0262392 Al). 

The above references were previously submitted in an Information Disclosure 
Statement dated October 5, 2005. After the filing of that Information Disclosure Statement, 
applicants representative fiirther reviewed the October 5, 2005 Information Disclosure 
Statement in connection with the voluminous provisions of the Manual of Patent Examining 
Procedure §609 and noted that there appears to be uncertainty whether a statement under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.97(e)(1) or under 37 C.F.R. § 1.97(e)(2) is appropriate when submitting as a 
reference a communication fi-om a foreign patent office which is not a reference "cited in" a 
communication from a foreign patent office.

The 
filing of the Request for Continued Examination removes the requirement of a statement 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.97(e).
